This State’s "national parks" are administered 
through the Scenery Preservation Qemmittee Board under the 
authority of the Scenery Preservation Act y but did you realise 
that the Act refers only to scenic reserves and never mentions 
the term "national parft"? 

Having overcome your surprise at that, would you give serious 
thought to what you consider a national park shoulplbe? How should 
it be administered? Should It. be "developed'* with accommodation 
and other facilities for visitors? And if so to what extent? 

The Conservation Committee appeals to all Club members to jot 
down their ideas and pass them in, because Its future policy may 
be influenced by their answers to these questions.

Flame Robin Survey sWe are endeavouring to clear up a number 
or points regarding flame robins and hope that members of the 
Taso Field Naturalists Club will be able to help. We ar^ banding 
as many birds as possible, both summer and winter, in an effort, 
to trace their movements on migration* So far, the only retrapB 
have come in the wintering areas — in other words, birds which 
feed in certain paddocks appear to return to those very same 
areas in succeeding years* 7/e know that many of the birds breed 
in the mountains, but which birds go where we do not know,. If 
any Tasmanian banders read this note and can give us any help, 
we'd be very grateful* Details regarding dates of arrival and. 
departure, nesting areas and of course an endeavour to band and 
retrap as many birds as possible, would be welcome,
